of half-hour periods per week devoted 
to the study of the subject.. Thus 
Pnglsh is a S-credit subject because 
ordinarily it is studied for half an 
hour a day five days per week, On 
the other hand Geography 1 is s‘udied 
jonly during three half-hour periods per 
week and ts therefore given a credit 
value of 3, . 

Now under the new set-up the 
school day comprises seven reciition 
or class periods, and one study pertod. 
During a week, therefore, 35 periods 
are available to any student for class 
room instruction and this is (the max- 
fmum number of credits he can poasi- 
bly earn in one year, no matter how 
many subjects he studies. In three 
years 105 credits can be earned, Stu- 
dents who complete the three year 
programme, earning 100 or. more 
credits, will be granted the High 
School Diploma. 

The following is a list of the sub- 
jecta in which instruction may be of- 
fered in Grades X and XI in the or- 
dinary High Schools, that is, in school 
Other ‘than specially accredited com- 
mercial or technical schools, It is 
from the following list that at least

we pass from A to B to C: students, 
The (wo latter classes may eventually 
amass 2s many credits as the A stu- 
dents if they so wish; but by tho 
time they will have earned more than 
the 100 credits necessary to secure a 
High School Diploma-—for they will 
have been accumulating non-academic 
credits in the meantime, 


Students “ proceeding to Normal 
School must choose during the first 
two years at least four academic el- 
ectives. Both A and B students can 
easily manage this, but C students 
cannot, 

Students proceeding tm the Univer- 
sity must choose at least six academic 
electives during their first two years, 
A, students can do this, but B and C 
students cannot. 

In order to obtain creait towards 4, 
Diploma, a student. must obtain at 
least 50 per cent rating on his recom- 
mendation for each:course taken, ex- 
cept In the cases of the academic el- 
ectives where 40 pc. is sufficient; Stu- 
dents proceeding to Normal and Uni- 
versity must obtain 50 pe, standing 
im all courses taken including the ac- 
atiemic electives, 


A discuagion of the high school set- 
up would be incomplete without ‘some 
reference (o the system of promotions 
The promotion system now in effect 
imposes certain important limitatfons 
on both pupils and teachers and un- 
less pupils and their paren’n under- 
sted this they are likely to make 
life miserable for. their: high school 
principal or teacher by asking him to 
do the impossible. 


There are no longer any Depart- 
mental Examinations to be taken a4 
the end of grade X and XI, There 
will be a comprehensive examinatisn 
at the end of grade XII but details 
of this are not available at the mom- 
ent, For the courses they take in 
grades X and XI pupils will recetve 
their credits from the Department 
solely on the recommendation of the 
principal or teacher. The Depart- 
ment however, will not accept. recom 
mendations from teachers unless the 
organization in. their school is such as 
to permit of a reasonable amount: of 
time being available for. instruction 
in each of the courses in which-a re- 
commendation is made, In_ other 
words the time available for class- 
room instruction absolutely. determin- 
¢s the validity of a teachers recommen 
dations. Reduced to practice, this
